THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—The President 


has his message well under way, and has 
read the outlines of his recommendations tc 
tlie members at the last two Cabinet meet 
ings, and has discussed changes suggested 
by them. The memorandum furnished bj 
the gentlemen o£ the Cabinet for tli« var- 
ious parts of the message .have all beer 
received and arranged in order. Secre- 
tary McCullongh has been fully consulted 
ou all questions of finance, to appear in per- 
fect accord with the President. It is known 
that the President will again discuss the 
subject of our relations with the South 
American powers, giving the whole mattel 
greater space and attention than was evei 
Iwl'ure given it in • any message. 
It is said 


in tliis connection that the policy outlined 
in Mr. Blame's letter of acceptance will 
receive tiie full indorsement of the Presi- 
dent. In compliance with the wishes of 
Secretary iicCullougli, the message will 
urge with distinct emphasis the reductionol 
the surplus in the Treasury. There is every 
reason to believe that in hiseoming message 
President Arthur will repeat the recommen- 
dation he made two years ago in favor of 
the repeal of all taxes on manufactured 
tobacco, cigars, cigarettes smd snutt. Secre- 
tary McCulloch lias frequently declared 
himself 
to be in favor «>f 
wiping out 


all these tobacco tuxes, and it is confidently 
expected here tliat he will join the Presi<t'lit 
iu Hiding Congress to tr.ike this stsp. The 
total receipts from Uie internal taxes on to- 
bacco, cigars, snuff and cigarettes amounted 
to a HI tie over &2G,OUi>,000 -during the li.-cal 
year 1SS4. Tlicynovemeiit in Congress lust 
session in favor of the repealing of the to 
bacro taxes was very formidable.

[Bishop Wiley was born March 3H, 1835, at 
Jjcwiston. Fa., and was licensed to exhort at 
llie age of eighteen and to preach a year later. 
He joined the church at the age of ten. He 
was compelled to abandon the ministry shortly 
after his ordination, having seriously affected 
his throat by over-exertion nt a revival meet 
Ing. He then studied medicine, and graduated 
from the Now York University In 1846, prae- 
tiedig fta a physician until 185U, whon he jotnoJ

Conference 
He was sent as a missionary to Foo 
Chow,

years. 
Soon after his return to America 
he was elected President of the Pennington 
Seminery.
